His first flight was near 
Perth but he was not made 
to feel welcome there so he 
brought his plane to Altona 
and assembeld it here.

He flew many ‘planes and 
added his —_ photographic 
knowledge and became an 
aerial photographer. 

He still uses his photo- 
graphic knowledge: but is too 
old to fly aeroplanes, so he

VALE - GEORGE 
HENRY RANSOM 


The death occurred at the 
Repatriation Hospital on 
12th of November, 1969, of 
George Henry Ransom a 
former Councillor of the 
Shire of Altona.

1969, in 
reply to specific questions 
posed by the Council some 
time ago concerning the lia- 
bility for damage to private 
property adjoining an open 
space reserve by reason of 
authorised use of the reserve 
causing damage or persons 
unknown causing damage. 


“To sum up, the Council is 
liable for damage to private 
property adjoining Council 
reserves by reason of auth- 





persons unknown causing 
damage to adjoining prop- 
erty. 

“An organisation which has 
been authorised by a Council 
to use a reserve will also be 
responsible in respect of its 
own members, but not in re- 
spect of visiting members of 
a competitor club, spectators 
who pay no entry fee to the 
Club. 

The Council should take all 
adequate and_ reasonable 
steps to prevent balls going 
over the fence into private 
property.” 

Town Clerk, Mr. Jim Wat- 
ers, added these comments at
